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Diaconate 
program 
reinstated

ALCALA PARK — After a two-year 
suspension, the diocese’s permanent 
diaconate program plans to resume its 
recruitment. of new deacons this year, 
according. to. Father Patrick Foley, 
director of the Office of the Permanent 
Diaconate. 

Under the direction of Bishop Leo T. 
Maher, the formation of new deacons was 
suspended in the fall of 1984. 

The intent of the two-ycar interim was 
to update the permanent diaconate 
program, which included a thorough 
review. of the screening and application 
processes. ‘The bishop also directed that a 
program of ongoing formation and 
accountability for present deacons be 
established, according to Father Foley. 

The bishop’s directives cance shortly 
before the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops (NCCB) released the 
revised guidelines for the permanent 
diaconate nationwide. ~The 
guidelines served as an outline for our 
restructuring,” said Father Volcy. 

The new guidelines “are a product of 
our experiences here and the expericnecs 
of deacons throughout the United 
States,’ he said. ‘here are some 7,900 
permanent deacons in this country. 

The  program’s — restructuring 
allowed a greater amount of flexibility in 
the preliminary formation process, said 
Father Foley. **In the past, once you were 
accepted, you were locked into a four- 
year process." 

Because most candidates had families 
and careers, the program **causcd a lot of

pressure’ for them, he said. 

Previously, the potential deacons had 
two years to complete religion courses 
before being cligible for preliminary 
formation. ‘Voday they can take as long as 
they want to complete these classes.

Pro-life groups mark anniversary with rallies

SAN DIEGO — Pro-life groups 
picketed the City Administration 
Building to protest City Attorney John 
Witt’s decision to prosecute seven pro-life 
demonstrators placed under citizen's ar- 
rest by Womancare personnel a year ago. 

The Jan. 22 demonstration marked the 
group’s observance of the 14th anniversa- 
ry of the Supreme Court decision legaliz- 
ing abortion in the United States. 

The picketers distributed signed copies 
of the First Amendment in Witt’s olfice. 


He did not appear, but Ron Johnson 
from his staff said that the deputy city at- 
torney, not Witt, made the decision to 
prosecute the protesters. : 

This did not satisfy the demonstrators. 
“Witt is responsible for the decisions 
made in his office,”’ said Marilyn Smyth, 
chairwoman of the 78th assembly district 
of the Right to Life Council. 

The cases were later dismissed. 
However, the seven picketers have filed a 
civil rights suit in federal court against 
Womancare for false arrest. ‘hey are ask- 
ing $3 million for cach defendant: Joan 
Patton, Kim Huckaby, Cheryl Sullenger, 


John Jackson, Vammy Collins and Jim 
Collins. Jaime Bernal has filed a separate 
$40 million lawsuit against Womancare 
and the City of San Diego on the same 
charges. 

The arrests were made Jan. 22, 1986, 
during the group’s annual pro-life rallies. 

At that time Deborah Fleming, 
Womancare’s executive director, told 
Southern Cross that her office obtained a 
temporary restraining order against pas- 
tor Dorman Owens and members of his 
Santee Bible Missionary Fellowship, who 
had demonstrated in front of Woman- 
care.. The order stated picketers must re- 


main across the street from the Lacility. 

“Phe injunction applics to anyone 
acting in concert with the delendant, ~ 
Fleming said. ‘hose arrested “*have been 
scen sharing information with Owens; 
this is acting in concert with him.”

GOLDEN HILL — Few parishioners 
can boast a 75-year membership:in the 
same church; only one-fifth of the parish- 
es in the diocese are that old. 

However, some members at Our Lady 
of Angels Church (OLA) can trace their 
roots back to the 80-year-old parish's ear- 
liest years. 

Catherine Eisele was baptized there in 
1911, a year before the original school 
and parish hall were built. 

Plaques by the front door of the Eisele’s 
Golden Hill home show how their lives 
became part of the church’s history. 

One award, received by her husband 
Bob at the church’s 75th anniversary cel- 
ebration in 1981, recognizes him as the 
oldest baptized parishioner: Another 
plaque honors him as. Parish Council 
president in 1977-78. 

A Certificate of Appreciation was pre- 
sented to Catherine in 1972 *“‘for out- 
standing and dedicated service”? to OLA. 


This service spanned many decades of 


her life. She headed the parish CCD pro- 
gram for 11 years. When her three chil- 
dren attended OLA school, she was pres- 
ident of the parents’ guild. During this 
time she initiated the school milk program 
which permitted pupils to buy 
government-subsidized milk at discount- 
ed prices. She and Bob chaired the annual 
parish bazaars in the 1960s. 

A stroke suffered by Catherine three 
years ago has dimmed details of these 
commitments. Today she continues to 
celebrate Sunday liturgies at church and 
receives the Eucharist in her home on 
weekdays from Hugh McCarthy, euchar- 
istic minister and family friend. 

Four generations of Eiseles are part of 
OLA’s history. Catherine’s father, Wil- 
liam Morrison, joined a fund-raising 
committee that reduced the church's debt 
by $5,000 in 1914. 

Catherine graduated from the OLA 
school, now 75 years old, in 1925. Her 
three children and one of her grandchil- 
dren were baptized there. 

Hugh and Barbara McCarthy, parish- 
ioners for 71 and 66 years, respectively, 
said they feel part of the structure of the 
church where: some 30 of their relatives 
are also members. 

Barbara has unraveled some of OLA’s 
unusual history. *‘Gathering memorabil- 
ia for its 80th anniversary celebration last 
November was a nostalgia trip,” she said. 

She spent a year preparing for its 75th 
anniversary. Researching the parish bap- 
tismal and marriage records led to her dis- 
covery of the first person baptized and the 
first couple married there. 


Iverness Fitzgerald was baptized by 
Father William Quinlan in October 1906. 
Christian Nelson and Laura Frances Lau- 
terback were married there in June 1906. 

Barbara also designed the banners used 
at this anniversary Mass, a celebration 
she said gave her ‘‘a sense of continuity.”’ 

‘“The most important events of our 
lives have taken place at OLA,’’ Barbara 
said, referring to the sacraments they re- 
ceived and the many celebrations they at- 
tended there. 

She and Hugh have played various 
roles in the numerous changes their par- 
ish has seen. 

They point with pride to the 1973 mer- 
ger of their parish school with that of the 
former Our Lady of Guadalupe School. 
The latter needed a larger enrollment and 
OLA needed more space, Barbara said. 
She and Hugh, former pupils, were mem- 
bers of a committee that planned the reor- 
ganization of the two facilities into the 
present Our Lady’s School — the only 
consolidated elementary school inthe 
diocese. 

The McCarthys also recalled the 1983 
fire that blackened the church’s interior, 
which had been decorated three years pre- 
viously. They credited this tragedy with 
bringing the Hispanic and Anglo commu- 
nities together in a renovation project that 
gave the old church a new liturgical look. 

The McCarthys have taken these 
changes in stride. *‘If you don’t change, 
you stagnate,’ Barbara said. ‘‘Interior 
design is not what the church is about. It 
is about community and liturgy. I can be 
just as happy in a tent chapel as in a 
church.”’ 

She and Hugh have been eucharistic 
ministers for nearly a decade. Hugh dis- 
tributes the Eucharist to about 12 people 
each week, including those at Physicians 
and Surgeons Hospital where he serves as 
chaplain, : 

In previous years the couple has been 
active in many parish organizations. **We 
used to be doers; now we are consultants 
and our children are the doers,’’ Barbara 
said, referring to her son Dennis’ role as 
parish council chairman. 

They compared their long-standing 


parish membership with the tenure of 13 


pastors assigned there since 1918. *‘Pas- 
tors come and go, but we stay,’’ Barbara 
said. 

Father Ramon Marrufo, pastor at 
OLA the past six months, said he values 
the “‘perspective and wealth of history” 
lifelong parishioners bring. Those who 
have accepted the changes that occur in 
their parish throughout the years can in- 
fluence others to accept them as well, he 
said. ;

Young couples 


Father John Casimir O'Donnell taught us mathematics 
many decades ago at St. Andrew's High School. He was 
idolized by his students because he had the happy talent of 
being able to make the subject interesting and enjoyable. 

When he taught the semester on statistics, he always 
began with the inwoduction, ““Gentlemen, there are lics, 
damnable lies and statistics."* Then he would proceed to 
show us how statistics could be quoted so.out of context as 
to appear to prove false claims. It’s like the old German 
saying **Even the devil can quote Scripture to his own 
advantage.’ 

So, when a recent statistical claim: was made at the 
presbyteral council meeting, I sat up and took notice. A 
representative from Catholic Family Services made the 
statement that 50 percent of the marriages now being 
performed in church do not last two years.

The problem exists. What do we do about it? ‘The 
suggestion was proposed that we require a year of 
preparation for church marriages.

It is axiomatic that the best pre-marriage instructions 
are necded two months after the marriage, when the 
newly-weds know what questions they need to ask. Our 
present) Pre-Cana instructions are excellent and | 
wouldn't change them in the least. 

But we do need active follow-up on our marriages. In 
our parish we are using the Christian Family Movement 
(CFM) to strengthen existing marriages and to encourage 
the newly, or recenly marricd, CFM also has a program 
for the divorced, single-parent families and widows and 
widowers. We are just branching out into the latter 
categories. 
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CFM works on the Catholic Action principle given us 
by Pope Pius XI, ‘the apostolate of like to like.’’ But the 
important thing to our practical, American demands, is 
that it works. : 

A small number of Catholic families in their own 
neighborhood, meet twice a month to study their faith, 
look at their vocations, study the social needs of their 


community, and make friends with cach other. All four of 


these objectives are important, but the last one, the social 
one, is so very important in our area, where so many 
people come from other parts of the United States. Many 
of them are Navy or Marine Corps families who need to. 
meet their Catholic neighbors. 


Once a month the various groups get together for large 
group activities. These may be dictated by various necds, 
seasons or opportunities. We have had overnight 
camping, family picnics, Halloween parties where the 
children dressed as saints, etc. 

We began the 1987 season with a recruiting drive and 
an instructional square dance party. Our third year is 
now underway. with close to two hundred people active in 
CFM. 

If you would like more information. about CFM, 
contact the local CFM Federation couple, Don and Becky 
Aukland at 486-2532. They will be happy to answer 
questions or invite you to observe a meeting. If you would 
like to see CFM in your parish, start by asking your 
pastor how he feels about it, or have him call me at 
748-5348. 

Our parish is also very happy with Marriage 
Encounter. Vhrough the years we have promoted it, and | 
was not at all surprised to find that most of the founding 
members of CFM in the parish are encountered couples. 

So, despite the statistics, there is hope for Christian 
marriages and if we can’t do anything about them 
nationally or throughout the state, we can change them in 
our own little way and in our own little section of the 
world. ‘Vhat’s where Catholic Action starts.

It is sad to see the controversy that the proposed 
canonization of Father Serra has generated (Southern Cross, 
Jan. 9). Vhis controversy serves to illustrate the 
tremendous difficulties involved in trying to reach a lucid 
understanding of the past, while our minds remain 
blurred by the limitations of present ideologies. 


‘The modern detractors of Father Serra are forgetting 
that it is not possible to judge the 18th century by the 
standards of the 20th or Spanish civilization by the 
juridical principles of English tradition. ‘Vhat the Indians 
in Father Serra’s missions did not have recourse to the 
American Civil Liberties Union is not a fact for which 
Father Serra should be held responsible. What should be 
determined, and has been determined by competent 
authoritics in the ficld, is that Father Serra treated the 
Indians much better than most of his contemporaries, 
within the specific cultural and historical context in which 
his life unfolded. ‘Vhis is all that we can ask for in 
canonization proceedings. ‘Yo demand: of a man or 
woman to transcend his or her time and space in order to 
reach a more evolved standard of morality is logically 
reductive and historically irrational. We are after all, 
human beings and not angels. 


Yes, Father Serra was probably a tacitly unwilling but 


actually influential tool of Spanish imperialism in the 
Americas. Such imperialism, like all imperialisms, had its 
good and bad points. But it is unjust to attribute to Father 
Serra as an individual all the bad traits possessed by the 
civilization that he represents. 3 


Evangelization practices have never been free from the 
tint of ethnocentrism and even today the devil delights in 
the mistakes we continue to make, but in my opinion, if 
we had always waited for the time in which human 
holiness was never tarnished by the slightest speck of 
barbarism, no one would have been canonized, and we 
would be like our Protestant brethren: without any-role 
models on our way to the one who is the source of all 
perfection.

VATICAN CITY — A Vatican 
guide asks a tourist which language he 
prefers, pushes a button on a grayish- 
blue hand-held cassette tape player and 
hands it to the visitor. 


With the player pressed to his ear, 


the visitor is ready to begin a journey 
underneath St. Peter’s Basilica to the 
tomb which Christian tradition and 
mounting archacological evidence say 
is the burial place of the first pope. 
The path leads past excavations of 
1,900-year-old decorated pagan and 
Christian Roman burial vaults. The 
tape recording describes the vaults, 
called mausoleums, giving their 


historical and archaeological impor- 
tance, especially in the search for St. 
Peter’s tomb. 

The recordings are in English, 


Italian, French, German and Spanish, 
with a separate starter button for each. 
A Vatican employee leads the visitors 
along the narrow pathways, and a 
remote-control system , automatically 
turns the tape player on and off at the 
appropriate spots. 

St. Peter was martyred in Rome 
between 64 and 67 A.D. during 
persecutions under the reign’ of 
Emperor Nero. He was buried in a 
Roman cemetery, called a necropolis, 
on the Vatican Hill alongside Nero’s 
circus.-The circus was an athletic field 
for Roman sporting events. ‘The 
Vatican as it exists. today was built 
centuries later on the hill. 

St. Peter’s grave was marked with a 
small memorial, called a trophy. 

The oldest existing written record 
that this trophy marks the spot of St. 
Peter’s grave comes from the second- 
century Roman priest, Gaius. 

The next major piece of historical: 
evidence is the first St. Peter’s Basilica. 
It was begun around 324 by. Emperor

Constantine after he declared 
Christianity legal. ‘Vhe current. basilica 
is built atop the first. 


To build the church, Constantine 
expropriated part of the Vatican Hill 
containing the necropolis. 


Archacological excavations ‘show 


the basilica was centered, despite 


technical difficulties, over a particular 


grave containing a trophy. fitting the 
description given by Gaius. 

Over the grave, Constantine built 
an elaborate marble. monument 
marking it as the site of St. Peter's 
tomb. This monument has survived 


and is visible today in the Vatican 
grottoes under the current basilica. 

But the Constantine monument has 
net convinced many  20th-century 
skeptics that it really marks the spot of 
the apostle’s tomb. 

Yo gather further evidence, in 1939 
Pope Pius XI ordered archacological 
excavations under the basilica. 

One of the principal aims was to 
establish that the basilica was built 
atop the Vatican necropolis. 

In the mid-second to fourth century 
this necropolis became a major 
cemetery for Roman nobility and 
influential ciuzens, including some 
who were Christians, ‘Vhey built giant 
mausoleums to hold the remains of 
themselves and their families. 

The path to St. Peter's grave takes 
visitors past many of these, which 
contain examples of Roman and carly 
Christian wall paintings and mosaic 
art. One ts the burial vault of Popilius 
Heracla which contains an inscription 
carved in stone. It says the vault is 
located on the Vatican Hill alongside 
Nero’s circus, clear evidence that the 
basilica is built atop the necropolis 
where the saint was buricd. 

Excavations under the Constantine 
monument have produced votive 
objects indicating that the spot was a 
popular site of carly Christian 
pilgrimages. On one wall is an 
inscription with the Greek word for 
Peter. 

Modern-day pilgrims can take the 
underground tour by making an 
appointment at the Vatican 
excavations office, **Ufficio Scavi’’ in 
Italian, located beyond the Gate of the 
Bells, just to the right of the basilica. 
The best way to find the office is to ask 
the Swiss guards at the Gate of the 
Bells. 

The recorded cassette visit lasts 
about an hour-and-a-half and costs 
3,000 lire, about $2.30.

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ELIMINATE THE EGO — Franciscan Father Richard Rohr told catechists at Spring Forward VII that the self must be lost to be one with Christ. 
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Christian life requires silence and action

AEGALA” PARK — The’ keys :to 
breaking through to one’s spiritual center 
are silence, solitude and service, 
Franciscan Father Richard Rohr told 750 
catechists Jan. 24 at the University of San 
Diego. 

To be one with Christ, the self has to be 
lost, he said at the Spring Forward VII 
conference titled the “Spirituality of the 
Catechist.”’ 

Father Rohr is founder of the New 
Jerusalem Community in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, and is best known for his religious 
audio and video cassettes. 

“The ego must be dealt with. ‘The need 
to be right, in control, significant, first,’ 
he said. 

It is hard to lose the self in this country 
because it, goes against the 
American culture. ‘‘I’m not sure if the 
church community, including the 
Catholic one, is providing an alternative” 
to today’s self-obsessed society, he said. 

Father Rohr ‘spoke: of his 
disappointment with the church — 
including the hierarchy, priests, Religious 
and renewal movements — because often 
times ‘‘what you find are people whose 
egos are just way out of size.” ‘This 
egoism may lead to bitter disagreements 
at parish council and chancery meetings, 
he said. 

‘We are living in a world that Jesus 
never told us to move into.”’ Christ 
announced a new society not based on the 
false criteria of success, he said. 

After Vatican Il, many Catholics felt 
all they needed was updating in theology, 
good religious education and Scripture. 
Twenty years later ‘‘we know there are 
many ways to hide from God’’ and 
protect the ego. 

A person can hide behind conservative 
or liberal disguises, he said. 
Conservatives hide behind the law, 
structures and institutions. Liberals hide 
behind clever, attractive and aesthetic 
ideas. 

Liberals often demand such things as 
support and love from others. He noted 
that the *‘Gospel gives us the right to love 
others”’ not the right to demand love from 
others. 

Diabolical occurrences plague today’s 
world. The ‘‘evil one wants to separate 
people of different religions, races, 
ideologies’? and sex, he said, citing the 
recent racial violence in Georgia as an 
example. _ 

Fear is also enveloping our society. ‘Vhe 
more possessions one has, the more fear 


grain of 


that person will have. *“Vhat’s why in 
developed countries the middle class live 
in such fear.”’ 

Security mania results from this fear, 
he said. People want to protect the 
trappings surrounding themselves. Such 
objects also serve as walls to shelter the 
ego. 

‘*The only way to be free of fear is to be 
tree of the self,” he said. **God is the only 
one we can surrender to without losing 
ourselves.’? Religion is often used as a 
clever disguise by those who do not want 
to surrender their egos. 

At the last judgment, Christ will not 
ask how times the Catholic went to Mass 
or how many hours the fundamentalist 
spent reading the Bible. Instead, he will 
ask ‘‘were you able to recognize me in the 
least of my brothers,’’ Father Rohr said. 

The TVenth Commandment — you 
shall not desire what you do not have — 
has no place in U.S. society because this 
culture is based on it. Americans live in a 
world of comfort and convenience, he 
said. 

The kingdom Jesus spoke of in the 
Gospel is not heaven, he reminded the 
audience. This kingdom is on carth, 
occurring ‘‘when God’s truth and the 
world overlap.”’ 

People living in the kingdom are “in 
the world but not of the world.”’ Such 
people are free of the world’s systems, he 
explained. 

This counters the consumer-oriented, 
materialistic gospel preached today, 
making people ‘tof the world but not in 
the world.’’ Pain and suffering are not 
dealt with by these people, he added.

rather than what you do” ts the litmus 
test for determining one’s progress in the 
spiritual journey toward the kingdom, 
Father Rohr said, citing Mother Teresa 
as an example of a spiritually-centered 
person. 

‘Let the Lord have his way. Respond 
to the need right in front of you,”’ he said, 
noting that most people are spiritually 
blind and cannot see the suffering in front 
of them. 

Just as the physical body requires food 
and oxygen, the human spirit requires 
silence, he said. 


Technological societies are afraid of 


silence because it is a non-consumer 
object, making it useless. 

He related a 30-day hermitage 
experience he had last year. ‘Through the 
solitude and silence, he was left with his 
‘‘naked self.’’ The only requirement was 
his presence. 

This experience changed the rules for 
him. He no longer treasured the world of 
function, achieving and performance. 

Today’s society, however, runs from 
silence because they *‘don’t know how to 
live in a place, with one who only 
demands presence.” 

People ‘‘do need some degree of false 
self to survive in the work-a-day world.”’ 
However, he cautioned against being 
seduced by the world. *‘You’re not here 
to reap the benefits of the world... but 
to love. 

“If you think you’re different because 
you wear different clothes you’re wrong 
because your mind is filled with the same 
garbage’ that clutters other _people’s 
minds. ‘‘You need to get rid of the world 
of consumerism,’ the Franciscan said. 


‘*Even God has become a consumer: 


object.”’ 

Contemplative life can overcome the 
‘*subject/object’’ view of the world where 
“‘me is the subject and everything else. is 
the object,”’ he said. ‘‘This, life begins 
when a person asks ‘what is it?’ rather 
than ‘what’s in it for me?’ ”’ 

Contemplative prayer.may lead to the 
spiritual center more readily than 
communal prayer, during which people 
often become self conscious. When this 
occurs they are no longer praying but 
focusing on their ego, he said. 


Christian life must be a_ balance 
between ‘‘the world of silence and the 
world of action,’’ he noted. Christians 
should serve others because God tells 
them to do so. 

‘True ministry is not just loving and 
serving others but solidarity,’’ feeling the 
pain of others rather than just being with 
them, he said. 

Although power is not bad, class 
systems and elitism project the idea that 
some people have power and others do 
not, he said. ‘‘Even the church is 
competitive,’’? with the laity against the 
clergy. The church is “‘not projecting the 
new society that will share charism and 
roles.”’ 

The answer to the world’s troubles is 
‘‘Gospel radicalism creating a 
world where people can live in 
community and are converted to the 
spiritual life.”’ 

Throughout history Christianity has 
produced countless communities. 
Today’s Christians need to let go of ‘“*my 
agenda and do what is for the common 
good.’’ Communities form when people 
walk together, he added. 


‘*Allow the Lord’s leading to direct you 
toward others where power is,’’ he said, 
noting the Gospel passage, where two or 
three are gathered in. his name. 

Catholics worldwide are united 
through the Eucharist. When Catholics 
break bread, they are sharing it with all 
others who believe Christ is the Lord. 

If Christ is their only God, Catholics 
must stop breaking the First 
Commandment by bowing down before 
the false gods of the United States, the 
Gross National Product and _ the 
Pentagon, Father Rohr said. 

““The absolute love of God relativizes 
every human system.”’ 

Catholics also must not bow down 
before the church. ‘“The church is not the 
kingdom. . It is a gift given to us to 
mother the kingdom of God. But don’t let 
it get in the way of the vision.”’ 
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Pope to visit 
Detroit in 1987 


WASHINGTON — The city of 
Detroit has been added to Pope John Paul 
II’s itinerary for his 1987 pastoral visit to 
the United States and he is to make a 
24-hour visit there Sept. 18-19 as his final 
stop. 

The addition of a 10th city for the papal 
trip was announced Jan. 28 by the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
in Washington. ; 

The NCCB confirmed last November 
that the pope would visit nine cities in six 
states during a. nine-day, U.S. trip, 
beginning Sept. 10 in Miami and ending 
in San Francisco Sept. 18. 

The NCCB said the pope is expected to 
fly trom San Francisco to Detroit Friday, 
Sept. 18, arriving around 9:30 p.m. local 
time. He is expected to leave the following 
day for Rome around 9 p.m. 


The-announcement said a review: of 


plans for the trip ‘“‘indicated the 
desirability’? of adding a city to the 
itinerary ‘‘to accommodate all of thé 
events envisaged for the papal trip.” 

Specific events planned for cach city 
are subject to final approval by the Holy 
See which is not expected to give it until 
June. 

In addition to Miami, San Francisco 
and Detroit, the pope will. go to 
Columbia, S.C.; New Orleans; San 
Antonio, Texas; Phoenix, Ariz.; Los 
Angeles; and Monterey and Carmel, 
Calif.

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Bishops should ‘cautiously‘ 
speak out, says Jesuit priest

NEW YORK — The Catholic bishops 
should move’ cautiously — more 
cautiously than they have recently — 
when speaking out on contemporary 
issues, but they have a legitimate teaching 
role, Jesuit Father Avery Dulles told an 
ecumenical seminar. ; 

The priest, theology professor at ‘The 
Catholic University of America, 
Washington, spoke Jan. 24 on ‘‘The 
Ordering of Our Life, Temporal and 
Eternal.” - 

“Although I have reservations about 
the wisdom of certain policy statements 
that have been issued by the United States 
episcopal conference in recent years, I do 
not hold that the bishops should be 
confined to speaking in airy generalities,” 
Father Dulles said. 

The church, he said, has not only the 


task of proclaiming he Gospel, but also of 


helping its members respond to the 
Gospel by putting the words of Christ into 
practice.’ 

Nonetheless, there are ‘‘grounds for 
caution,”’ Father Dulles said, questioning 
whether the bishops  ‘‘enormous 
investment of time and energy’ in the 
peace and economics pastorals showed the 
right ordering of priorities. 


“The impression is given that the 
bishops are more ‘at case-in criticizing the 
performance of secular governments than 
in shouldering their own responsibilities 
in the church,” he said. 

“Few of the American bishops today 
enjoy a great reputation for their mastery 
of theology, liturgy or spiritual direction; 
yet, many of them are known for their 
views on politics and the economy,” he 
added. 

Father Dulles said recent episcopal 
teaching appealed to ‘sociopolitical 
analysis’’ but neglected the ultimate — 
“‘eschatological’’ — reference to eternal 
life. “It is scarcely surprising if a church 
which abases itself before politics and 
military science suffers a serious: decline 
in conversions and in priestly, and 
religious vocations,’ he said. 

The highly technical discussions in the 
peace and economics pastorals also raised 
“*suspicions’” of bishops exceeding. their 
competence, Father Dulles said. 


Father Dulles questioned whether the 
policy recommendations in the pastorals 
were really derived from the Catholic 
religious principles set forth. *“’Vhis seems 
hardly to be so,”’ he said, **since many of 
the bishops’ policy positions are 
acceptable to a large number of non- 
religious liberals but not .to many 
traditionally oriented Catholics.””

and agencies to offer prelithinary and 
ongoing formation courses. 


Agencies include the Institute. for 
Christian Ministries, the Ministry to 
Priests Office, Catholic Community 


Services (CCS) and the Department of 


Educational Ministries. 

The ongoing formation program was 
also restructured to give guidance to 
present deacons. Bishop Maher 
emphasized that this office is responsible 


for ongoing support and formation of 


their ministry. 
He likens the new formation process for 
deacons to that of priests — stressing 


preliminary formation, which is similar to 
that of seminarians, and ongoing 
formation, such as that given by the 
Ministry to Priests Office.

SAN DIEGO — Even his resume seemed to indicate 
there . was something special about Charles Irancis 
Buddy. 

Ordained at the age of 26, Father Buddy was the 
youngest priest in the Diocese of St. Joseph, Mo. By the 
time he was 40, Msgr. Buddy was the pastor at St. Joseph 
Cathedral; and his star was still rising. 

On Oct. 31, 1936, Pope Pius XI named the 49-year-old 
Missourian bishop of the newly formed Diocese of San 
Diego, and Southern Californians soon learned that the 
man was — indeed — something special. 

Geographically, the San Diego diocese was onc ol f the 
largest in the world, encompassing San Diego, Lmperial, 
Riverside and San Bernardino countics. 

But because it had been carved from the Archdiocese of 
Los Angeles, the chancery did not have so much as a 
typewriter when Bishop Buddy began work on Feb. 3, 
193% : 

Installed during a morning «Mass at Joseph 
Cathedral downtown, the man from Missouri wasted no 
time wading into his work. 

Within a matter of weeks, he had- met most of the 
priests of the diocese. Within months, he had assembled a 
staff. And within a few years, he was among the most 
popular and powerlul- leaders in San Diego. 

Bishop Buddy’s first key appointment was the naming 
of Msgr. John M. Hegarty, pastor at Joseph 
Cathedral, as his vicar general. 

Msgr. Lawrence Forristal of Redlands was appointed 
chancellor. Father Daniel J. Ryan, who dicd just three 
months ago, was named vice-chancellor. 

The first committee appointment was lather lrancis 
Ott as director of the Catholic Youth Organization. 

Vhose carly diocesan days were difficult: ones, 
financially. In 1937, the country was just beginning to 
revive from the Great Depression. Four years later, the 
nation was involved in World War IL. 

Still, the diocese managed to build churches and 
ers largely due to the bishop's power of persuasion 
**Our only collateral was my pectoral 
cross,” Pekan Buddy would later recall. 

Bishop Buddy’s first local home was at 4494 ‘Vivoli St., 
near Sunset Cliffs. On one occasion, a group of 
newspapermen was invited to visit, and found the bishop 
to be as gracious as advertised. 

He gave the journalists a tour of the home, and showed 


‘them the robes he had worn for his consecration and 


installation, gifts from his former parishioners in St. 
Joseph. 

His favorite gilt was a gold and silver chalice, studded 
with jewels. It had come from his parents. “The 


diamonds were once set in a broach my mother wore,” 
Bishop Buddy explained softly. ‘Vhe gold had come trom 
his mother’s jewelry, shortly before her death in 19360. 

‘The ‘Vivoli Street home was rented for. $175 a quarter. 
The price included bedding, dishes, linen, silver 
firewood. 

Soon, Bishop Buddy decided the home was too far from 
his office near the Cathedral, and informed his landlord 
he would have to move. ‘his touched off a spat that 
eventually was turned over to their respective attorucys. 
Bishop Buddy demanded that his rent be lowered to $100 
a quarter, saying that $175 was too high. ‘Vhe landlord 
accused the bishop of not caring for the grounds and 
ignoring requests for a mecung. Vhe owner threatened to 
take Bishop Buddy to court, but never did. 

Bishop Buddy next resided at 1528 Fourth Ave., where 
he constructed a private chapel that was a work of art. 
‘The walls were decorated with stained glass windows. ‘The 
Stations of the Cross came from Paris. Glass cases held 
tiny relics of St. Vincent de Paul, St. Charles and ‘St. 
‘Therese the Little Flower. Vhe ceiling was a replica on an 
old mission chapel, and was decorated by a Mexican artist 
from San Diego. 

In October of 1939, Bishop Buddy moved to Sunset 
Boulevard in Mission Hills, the home used now by Bishop 
Leo ‘TV. Maher. 

In 1954, Bishop Buddy moved into the new USD 
administration building, which is now the 
Bishop Buddy and other church 


diocesan 
There, 
leaders had apartments on the second floor. [twas the 
perfect location for the bishop, because it gave him a 
splendid vantage point to inspect his favorite projéct, the 
construction of the university. 

Bishop Buddy resided in Alcala Park unul his death on 
March 6, 1966. He was 78. Sonic 
particularly the enormity of his conmiunent to USD, had 
been controversial. 

The fact remains, however, that both the school and the 
Diocese of San Diego serve as monuments to his work as 
the episcopate’s first bishop. 

As Cardinal Vimothy Manning of Los Angeles 
eulogized at Bishop Buddy's death, “"We may’ salcly 
predict that the memory of Bishop Buddy will live as a 
great churchman and as a champion in a chapter of 
salvation history here in California.”

The selection of Bishop Buddy surprised many, 
including himself. He was a native Missourian, and was 
content to lead the parish in which he was raised. 

But he welcomed the challenge, and literally bounced 
off the ain when it arrived at the Santa Me Depot on the 
afternoon of Feb. 2, 1937. 

‘*He couldn't wait to get started,”’ Martha Kennedy 
recalled. *‘Most people would probably have | been 
nervous, but he was always so positive about things, so 


self-assured. It was a new kind of job in a new kind of 


place, but that didn’t bother him a bit. He loved a good 
challenge, and coming to San Diego was certainly that.” 

Kennedy, who lives in Point Loma and is a parishioner 
at St. Charles Borromeo Church, met Bishop Buddy in 
St. Joseph. She was among the friends and relatives who 
accompanied him to San Diego on the train. 

‘A whole trainload of people came with him to be part 
of the installation,’’ she recalled. **’Vhere must have been 
two or three carloads of us, and it was a fun wip. When we 
got to San Diego, I remember we stayed at the El Cortez 
Hotel, which was relatively new then, and had a great 
time. It was quite a celebration.”

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before he even asked me,”’ 


Archbishop John J. Cantwell of Los Angeles presided 
over the Mass, and Papal Bulls from Pope Pius were read 
— both in English and Latin — by Father*William P. 
Kelly, principal and rector at St. Augustine School. 

Four days later, a huge civic reception, which included 
delegations from all 73 diocesan parishes, civic leaders 
and invited guests, was held at the Organ Pavilion in 
Balboa Park. 

On Feb. 8, the Governor of California — Frank M. 
Merriam — called on Bishop Buddy at his new chancery 
adjacent to the cathedral. 

“He was very, very happy to be here, and I think San 
Diego was happy to have him,’’ Kennedy said. ‘“‘I 
remember on the train-ride back home, all of us were 


convinced he'd be very successful in San Diego, and 
obviously we were right.”’ 
Kennedy herself had much to do with that success. 


During the summer of 1937, Bishop Buddy returned to 
St. Joseph to visit his family. While there, he invited her 
to become his secretary in San Diego. 

‘I remember he even asked my father for permission 
Kennedy recalled. ‘Il was in 
my 20s then, but Bishop Buddy was very polite, very 
proper. ‘Vhat’s one of the reasons he was so.popular.’ 

Kennedy served as Bishop Buddy's secretary until. 
1964, and assisted Bishops Francis James Furey and Leo 
TY. Maher until she retired in 1977. 

As part of the ongoing Jubilee Celebration honoring 
the diocese for its 50th anniversary and Bishop Maher for 
his 25th year as a bishop, a lifesize statue of Bishop Buddy 
will be dedicated this spring at the University of San 
Diego.

WASHINGTON — Establishing a 
national office and naming an 
executive director are major. steps 
forward for a project aimed at raising 
money to help aging nuns in need, 
organizers said Jan. 21.

Rita Hofbauer, a former 
communications director for the 
Leadership Conference of .Women 
Religious and a fund-raising 
consultant, has been named SOAR’s 
first director. 

The new office is in Silver Spring, 
Md., a Washington suburb, in a 
building that houses offices for the 
Leadership Conference of Women 
Religious and the Conference of Major 
Superiors of Men. 

Frank Butler, president of 
Foundations and Donors Interested .in 
Catholic Activities, or FADICA, based 
in Washington, said at a° press 
conference that the response from the 
two religious conferences was 
“indicative of the kind of close 
cooperation which Religious are 
seeking to foster between the laity and 
themselves as we strive together to 
resolve the retirement crisis.” 

He also thanked donors within 
FADICA and the Catholic Daughters of 
the Americas for assistance in 
providing start-up funds for SOAR.

Retired Bishop Greco 
dies after long illness 


ALEXANDRIA, La. — Retired Bishop 
Charles P. Greco of Alexandria died Jan. 
20 at St. Frances Cabrini Hospital in 
Alexandria. The bishop of Alexandria 
from 1946 to 1973 and supreme chaplain 
of the Knights of Columbus for the past 26 
years, he died at age 92 following several 
weeks of illness. He was to be buried in 
front of the chapel of Maryhill Renewal 
Center, a retreat center and youth camp 
which he built near Alexandria. Bishop 
Greco was best known nationally for his 
work as a spiritual leader of the Knights 
of Columbus since 1961. He spent much of 
his time in retirement working with 
retarded children in two schools he had 
built for them while he was bishop of 
Alexandria.

Poles want the pope 
to come “as often as possible,” said 
Cardinal Glemp in a Jan. 22 interview on 
Vatican Radio about the ‘pope’s planned 
June visit to Poland. The Polish 
government announced Jan. 22 the dates 
of this year’s papal visit are June 8-14. 


Vatican opens center 
for Lefebvre followers 


ROME — The Vatican ‘is establishing a 
center of spiritual formation for ex- 
seminarians of dissident Archbishop 
Marcel Lefebvre’s Society of St. Pius X, 
two French bishops have said. The 
initiative, described by those familiar 
with it as a “halfway house” for would-be 
priests, was the idea of Pope John Paul II, 
several sources said. It was especially 
designed to take advantage of a recent 
large-scale departure from Archbishop 
Lefebvre’s seminary in Kcone, 
Switzerland. The bishops, who spoke with 
Vatican officials about the center Jan. 20, 
said they supported the idea. They 
emphasized that the center would not 
replace normal seminary training.

SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador — 
Archbishop Arturo Rivera Damas of San

Affadid que cuando hacen 
esto a veces les llaman “‘agresivos.’’ Noto 
que la Didcesis de San Diego ha tenido un 
plan pastoral por muchos anos, el 
resultado del sinodo diocesano entre 


1972-76. 


‘Los sacerdotes tienen que entender 
que la iglesia mexicana es diferente a la 
iglesia norteamericana y esta produce un 
fruto diferente,’ dijo Msgr. Moore. 

La mayorfa de la poblacién en México 
es catdlica. La ‘iglesia alld ‘no es 
defensiva, no tiene que defenderse contra 
el protestantismo”™’ como la de los Estados 
Unidos, dijo. 

Sin embargo, la iglesia mexicana es 
perseguida. *‘‘Politicamente, la Iglesia 
Catolica no existe en México. Los obispos 
no pueden hacer anuncios publicos. La 
iglesia no puede ser duefo de propiedad y 
los. religiosos no pueden llevar sus 
habitos’” en publico, explicd. 


A pesar de estos. factores, el ** mexicano * 


es muy religioso,”’ dijo. 
Reglas_y costumbres diferentes de la 


iglesia de EE.UU. y México a veces causa 
el mal entendido de los 
mexicanos que vienen aqui. 
Casi todos los mexicanos son 
bautizados pero no continuan su 
participacion sacramental por la falta de 
sacerdotes en su pais, dijo Méndez. 
Esta falta de clero también impide ‘que 
los mexicanos asistan a la Misa dominical

en su patria, dijo Msgr. Moore. " 


Sobres para la limosna no se usan en las 
iglesias mexicanas, dijo’ Méndez. Sin 
embargo, la gente pobre en ese pais 
contribuye generosamente a la iglesia. 

El mexicano ‘‘no espera un recibo para 
reducir sus impuestos,’’ dijo. A veces, 
“da de lo que hace falta, no de lo que 
sobra.”’ 

La preparacién para los sacramentos es 
diferente en México. En los EE.UU: los 
nifos estudian por un afio o mds antes de 
hacer su primera Comunioén. En México, 
el tiempo de preparacién puede tomar 
solo uno o dos meses, dijo. Msgr. Moore. 

En México se confirma a los bebés y 
aqui es visto como rito de madurez y se 
otorga a los jévenes, afiadid. 

Muchos de los catdlicos mexicanos que 
viven aquf se sienten rechazados porque 
no tienen la formacidn de los catdlicos 
norteamericanos. ‘‘No caben en nuestro 
retrato,’’ dijo. 

““Tenemos que invitarles a la iglesia y 
recibirles cuando vengan. No podemos 
decir “Ud. no puede ser miembro porque 
no esta casado en la-iglesia’ o ‘Ud. no ha 
hecho su primera Comunion,’ dijo 
Msgr. Moore. 

Cuando les rechaza la iglesia de los 
EE.UU. estas personas se quedan “‘sin 
iglesia’? y estan vulnerables a la 
evangelizacién protestante,’’ afadid. 

El ~Concilio Segundo Vaticano 
elevado la consciencia de los hispanos 
aqui y en México, dijo Méndez. Se han 
enterado del “‘bautismo sacerdotal de los 
laicos.”’ 

“‘Los laicos quieren ser mds que 
recipientes de los sacramentos,’’ dijo. 
Quieren trabajar con los sacerdotes en 
evangelizaci6n, derechos humanos_ y 
proyectos sobre la vida de la familia.
